“'The Act has certainly not fulfill- 
ed all that was. hoped, but it can- 
not be disputed that regulation has 
yielded financial advantages to 
most districts, and that it has re- 
lieved the industry of a large sur- 
plus output, the presence of which 
would have been disastrous in face 
of the persistent world overproduc- 
tion and unprofitable prices which 
have ruled in the past twelve 
months or so. Colliery owners are 
now engaged in discussing a sug- 
gested Government policy which 
would aim at achieving: economies 
and smoothing ‘the Incidence of 
output and price regulation. It re- 
mains to be seen what proposals 
the owners will make, but it ie 
generally believed that they will 
advocate the abolition of the Conl- 
mines Reorganisation Commission, 
the Mines Department as a separ- 
ate department, and the miners’ 
welfare levy. It is asserted {n the 
trade that it is compelled to carry 
financial burdens, and has to con- 
form to departmental regulations 
from which other trades are free, 
and that these handicaps have con- 
tributed to its present unfavour- 
able position.

MR. YOSHIZAWA’S SPEECH ‘TO 
‘THE IMPERIAL DIET, 3

We are indehted to the Japanese .Consul-General, Hong Kong, 
for, the text, published below, of the speech made by Mr, Yoshizawa, 
Japanese Foreign Minister, at the Session of the Imperial Diet -held 
yesterday, and briefly referred to in 


Mr, Yoshizawa ‘said: — 


It gives me much pleasure to 
lay before xou my views on-out- 
standing diplomatic questions 
confronting the Japanese Govern- 
ment to-day. The most important 
and of these which not only 
affects us very profoundly but has 
engaged the attention of the en- 
tire world, is the: Manchurian 
affair, : 

China, being’ Japan’s neigh. 
bour, ulways stands both econo- 
mically and politically in intim- 
ate relationship ‘with this coun- 
try. With regard to Manchuria, 
in particular, through historical! 
and geographical reasons, politi. 
eal considerations must become 
of preponderant interest. It is 
beyond argument that the wel- 
fare of Manchuria is of the 
greatest consequence to Japan. 
More than # million Japanese 
subjects are in Manchuria .und 
Wwe possess there, in connection 
with leased territories, railways, 
mines, ete. vitally iraportant 
tights und — interests ‘secured 
either by treaty or contract. In 
recent years Chinese authorities 
have been ignoring the historical 
fact that ithe present develop- 
ment of Manchuria has been duo 
‘entirely to Japanese efforts, and 
taking advantage of our com- 
Plaisunce have pursued oppres- 
sive policies toward Japanese and 
again set at naught treqty rights 
andi, interests. Protests and 
warnings by the Japanese Gov- 
ernment have availed little. Thus 
the situation heeame: politically 
worse, more and more disquiet- 
ing, 2 menace to our, position, 
and. increasingly grave. The 
patience of the Japanese nation 
was irled 10 breaking point, 
when the railway bombing. inci- 
dent suddenly occurred on Sep- 
tember 18 of last year, precipitat- 
ing a collision between Chinese

INNOVATION. 


Names of Craft to Be Iuminated : 


Crack Atlantic passenger liners ;* 
will be floodlighted soon from 
stem to stern at nights like 
cinemas, theatres. and’ - office 
buildings ashore, with bril- 
Mant electric signs amidships 
detailing the names and national- 
ities of the various craft, in some- 
what the same manner as now 
used, in a minor way, by various 
Yangtze River steamers plying ‘out 
of Shanghai. 

‘In this way, identification of the 
different craft will be as’ easy ito 
determine at midnight at sea as at 
noon when their flags and funnel 
markings are. visible clearly, | ac- 
cording to’ information of the pro- 
posed innovation which was re- 
vealed by .Captain R. #H, Miller, 
well-known master mariner of 
Vancouver, B.C., who recently at- 
tended a shipping conference’ in 
New York when it was decided to 
give the scheme a trial,.says the 
North China Daily News. 


Plan Explained. - 


“Huge electric globes will be in- 
stalled at various convenient places 
aboard ship, from which a stream}; 
of light will be reflected against 
the upperworks, masta and funnels, 
making the craft stand out as if 
in the centre of a vast searchlight 
beam,’ Captain Miller explained. 
“The effect will be exactly the same 
as the system now in use at cinema 
palaces and other structures 
ashore. Amidships, possibly at 
the base of the funnels or on the 
hull, huge special electric signs, 
with lights in contrasting colours, 
will be erected, spelling ‘out tho 
name of the steamer and the line 
which operates her. It also is 
planned to depict the flag under 
which the vessel sails in. bright 
coloured’ lights betwoon. the fun- 
nels, or at some other convenient 
spot aboard.. -. 

“The entire scheme has been 
worked out.in detail and presented 
to the ateamship. lines by the. Wes+ 
tinghouse Lamp Company of New 
York,” continued Captain Miller,
